™ ESTS that we have made show a 
great deal of variation in the qualities 

or characteristics of asphalts, and not all 
asphalts will do for roofing purposes.” This 
statement was made recently by Henry C. 
Hibbs, well-known architect of Nashville, 
Tennessee. 
“There is a marked difference in melting 
point, and some asphalts are harder and 
some less elastic than others.
